Of typhoid 
fever, 21 cases were notified, 1 each in Oakland, Fresno County, 
Fresno City, El Centro, Stockton, Santa Barbara, Santa Clara 
County, Hercules, and Santa Clara; 2 each in Stanislaus County, and 
Walnut Creek; 3 in Los Angeles, and 5 in San Francisco. There was 
a marked reduction in the prevalence of reportable diseases.
